Thomas White sentenced to 5-20 years in prison

Disbarred Belleville attorney Thomas 
White, 47, who pled no contest to 20 
felony charges against him, on Friday 
morning was sentenced to 5 to 20 years in 
the Michigan prison system and was taken 
into custody to begin his term. 

His sentence could have been 254 years, 
but White was not advised at the time of 
the plea agreement that his sentences on 
the charges could run consecutively rather 
than concurrently. 

Retired Wayne County Circuit Court 
Judge Dalton A. Roberson, who was on 
temporary duty with the court, said if he 
changed the sentencing to make the terms 
consecutive, he was afraid that White could 
withdraw his no-contest plea. 

The highest sentence of 5-20 years was 
given for each of the first five charges in 
the second file involving conducting a 
criminal enterprise and four charges of 
embezzlement of $100,000 or more. 

White did not bring the $900,000 
restitution money to court that could have 
bought him a two-year sentence in the 
county jail under the plea agreement. 

White will be able to apply for parole 


after his minimum sentence is served, but 
the Wayne County Prosecutor’s Office 
would oppose that. 

Also, there are many victims who were 
not named in this case and new criminal 
cases could be filed against him if he is 
released, officials said. 

Judge Roberson also ordered White to 
pay restitution of more than $1.1 million 
to 14 victims, whose names were read by 
Assistant Prosecutor Trisha Gerard during 
the proceedings. 

White’s sentencing was scheduled for 
9 a.m., but his defense attorney W. Otis 
Culpepper didn’t show up until 10:30 a.m. 
and Culpepper accompanied White to face 
Judge Roberson just before 11 a.m. 

Judge Roberson went over the sentencing 
guidelines from the probation department 
and Prosecutor Gerard said the ten victims 
stated, should be 25, since money White 
embezzled from several estates affected 
those who were due to inherit the money. 

Prosecutor Gerard said the sentence for 
the first file was five to 20 years, referring 
to five charges of uttering and publishing, 
larceny by conversion, embezzlement by 
an agent or trustee, and two charges of 
identity theft that took $73,800 from the

Jordan family in Belleville. 

Those five charges were filed in Sept. 6, 
2013, just before the statute of limitations 
was reached for the crime that took place 
Sept. 14, 2007. 

The 15 other felonies were filed Dec. 18 
2013 and the two cases were consolidated 
and ran through the system together with 
innumerable delays. 

Defense attorney Culpepper disputed 


the five to 20 years, saying it was 36 to 
60 months. Prosecutor Gerard said they 
never agreed to that. Gerard was new 
on the case since the former Assistant 
Prosecutor Daniel Williams recently left 
the Prosecutor’s Office to go into private 
practice. 

She regularly referred to the written

School Board approves 1-year, 
1% pay bonus for 5 unions

The members of five collective bargaining 
units in the Van Buren Public Schools will 
get a 1% increase in pay for this school 
year only. 

The total cost to the district is 
$322,800.76. 

The payout will be a lump sum on the last 
pay in April or May to catch up from July 
1, 2014 to April 24, 2015 and then the 1% 
increase will be on the remaining checks of 
the school year. 

At Monday’s regular meeting the School 
Board approved four letters of agreement 
and one new contract ratification that 
reflected a 1% pay hike for employees. 

This is not a raise, since the bargaining 
units all had salary cuts in the past to help 
with the district’s budget problems. 

The bargaining units and amount the one- 
time bonus will cost the district are: 

e Van Buren Food Service Association, 
a new bargaining unit whose membership 
approved the 2014-15 contract on March 
19. Cost to district, $4,962.70. Human 
Resources Director Shonta Langford-Green 
said they didn’t do a two-year increase “not 
knowing the financial situation next year.” 
School Supt. Michael Van Tassell said he 
is a little concerned about how low the 
income is in this department and he doesn’t 
have a good idea of what the income will 
be next year. Van Tassel also said with the 
health food required, “Kids aren’t running 
to buy that food. I hope the kids get used to 
that and move forward”; 

e Van Buren Education Association, 
$233,965.28 cost to district. Green said 
the district had better finances than they 
thought they would for the 2014-15 year. 
This is in addition to the increase ratified 
June 3. Trustee Sherry Frasier said the 
teachers got a 7% salary cut previously 
and the board is committed to getting them 
back where they should be; 

e Van Buren Educational Support Team, 
$49,100.57. This is in addition to the 
increase ratified on Feb. 9 of 1% for this 
school year and 1% for next school year. 
Van Tassel said the letter of agreement 
falls in the union language, implying the 
board didn’t really have to vote on these 
bonuses; 

e Van Buren Administrators and 
Supervisors Association, $21,973.62. This 
will be a lump sum on the last pay in May 
with the remaining checks of the school 
year carrying the 1%; 

e Van Buren Association of Educational 
Secretaries, $12,798.59. This is in addition 
to the increase ratified Aug. 11. 

In other business at Monday’s meeting, 


the board: 

e Approved purchasing two, 47-passenger 
special education buses to replace two buses 
that are 12 years old. Cost is $157,676 from 
Hoekstra Transportation. The purchase, for 
cash, is part of the district’s bus replacement 
plan put in place in 2012; 

e Approved spending up to $657,651.50 
of Sinking Fund money to replace the 
Owen Intermediate School boiler as soon 
as classes are out for the summer. Bids 
were awarded to Allied Building Services 
of Detroit as the mechanical contractor for 
$562,140; to ETC for abatement design 
and monitoring, $3,775; and Global Green 
Service Group for asbestos removal, 
$22,450. The contractors equal $588,365 
and then the 10% contingency is figured; 

¢ Heard Eric Dumont of Plante Moran 
CRESA say McBride needs to be 
reevaluated after the May Sinking Fund 
election. The boiler could be replaced if 
there is Sinking Fund money to do it. He 
said, “We don’t want to drop those funds 
below the emergency line” by doing 
McBride now, even though it needs it; 

e Approved using $67,231.28 in Sinking 
Funds to replace exterior signage at 
Edgemont, McBride, and Rawsonvile. Out 
of five bids, the contract was awarded to 
Valley City Signs for a bid of $53,461.98, 
plus 10% contingency and existing sign 
demolition of $5,000; 

e Approved using $13,400 in Sinking 
Funds to hire Hennessey Engineers to 
come up with a plan for traffic flow at 
Rawsonville School. A 20% contingency 
is included in the $16,080 total, for soil 
boring and other things. “Hennessey works 
with Belleville and knows the issues here,” 
Dumond said. The Hennessey bid was 
$23,000 lower than the next higher of 
the five bidders. Dumond said Hennessey 
doesn’t include working with the road 
and drain commission because he won’t 
have to. “We’ve worked with Washtenaw 
County before and it’s not pretty,” said 
board vice president Martha Toth; 

e Approved leasing the 14 tillable acres 
on Denton Road between Mott and Geddes 
in Canton Township to Alfred Block for 
$125 per acre for 2015, 2016, and 2017, 
with an option for renewal, in the amount 
of $1,750 per year for a total of $5,250 
for three years. The agreement said the 
payments of $1,750 will be due on March 
1, 2015, 2016 and 2017. James Williams, 
director of plant operations for the district, 
said multiple parties were interested in 
leasing the property, so he required sealed 
bids and Block was the high bidder; 

e Heard a presentation by McBride Middle 
School Principal John Leroy, Laura Maher

and Rod Fisher on programs to increase 
student achievement; 

e Accepted teachers terminating their 
employment for retirement: Susan Pinter, 
Savage, 13 years as of June 30; Kim 
Fairchild, McBride, 31 years as of March 
31; Katherine Jones, Owen, 10 years, as 
of Aug. 20; and Pamela Ray, Savage, 35 
years, as of June 30. “Another one bites the 
dust in the middle of the year,” said Trustee 
Frazier referring to Fairchild, asking if 
a permanent sub was put in place. Green 
said the position was an “interventionist” 
and the district has it covered; 

e Heard Trustee Kelly Owen report that 
the German, French, and Spanish clubs 
went to Monaco over spring break and had 
a great time; 

e Heard Supt. Van Tassel explain how 
he has been promoting information on the 
Sinking Fund ballot proposal on May 5; 

e Was informed that at next Monday’s 
work/study session, Van Tassel will give 
an update on the November fire and the 
insurance and Diane Kullis will give an 
update on 31A and other title money; and 

e Heard Frazier voice her concerns about 
the phone policy at Belleville High School. 
She said the students’ phones are very 
expensive — some $500 to $600 — and the 
students don’t want to relinquish them to 
teachers. She said some teachers have a 
drop box at the door for the phones. She 
asked for an update on whether phones are 
allowed. Van Tassel said she would get an 
update. 


New VBT resident finds 
his home’s property is 
zoned Commercial 


David Woodward, 51257 W. Huron River 
Drive, wanted to build a garage on his new 
home site, but when he went to the Van 
Buren Township offices to get a permit, he 
got a surprise. 

He said when he purchased the property 
all his paperwork said the 0.55 acre is 
Residential, but he found the previous 
owner had rezoned it to Commercial. 

Woodward said the neighbors told him 
it’s always been a home. 

Woodward told his story at an April 8 
public hearing before the VBT Planning 
Commission to get his property rezoned 
Residential. 

His home is just east of the Rite Aid 
shopping center. 

Jack Knowles, VBT Director of Planning 
and Economic Development, said the 
township master plan has the property as 
Residential and it is surrounded on the 
south and east by Residential properties. 


“We’ll investigate the records,” said 
planning consultant Sally Hodges of 
McKenna Associates. “There was 


discussion of this property when the strip 
center was built.” 

“We’ll try to get it straightened out,” 
commission chairperson Carol Thompson 
told Woodward, noting the commission 
seldom makes a decision on an issue the 
same night as the public hearing.

Library Board to 
release report on 
survey results 


From 1 to 3 p.m. this Saturday, the 
Belleville Area District Library Board will 
celebrate the district library’s fifth birthday 
along with National Library Week. 

It’s an open house at the library and 
you’re invited. 

Library board member Joy Cichewicz, 
who put together a long, long survey on 
what people think about the library and 
what they want for it, will give a report on 
the survey results. 

She gave her report to the library board 
on Tuesday. There are 17,000 library card 
holders at the district library and 831 
people filled out surveys -- including some 
who don’t have library cards. 

The data is somewhat skewed, Cichewicz 
said, because of questions that call for two 
responses, so that percentages don’t add up 
to 100%. And, those filling out the survey 
could skip questions they didn’t like. 

The results will be discussed Saturday. 
They include how most respondents 
wanted the library to stay where it is — 
or in that same downtown area — and be 
expanded or rebuilt. But there needs to be 
a lot more parking. Most weren’t interested 
in a Satellite library in Sumpter Township. 
And, there were lots of strong comments, 
she said. 

Come to Saturday’s party at the library. 
Listen to an ensemble from the BHS Jazz 
Band, eat some cake, and listen to the 
survey results. Could be interesting.

transcript of the plea agreement to make 
sure she was getting it right. 

Judge Roberson asked if any victims were 
going to speak and she said there were three 
attorneys of victims that wished to speak. 
[Actually, there were two victims who had 
planned to speak, but they failed to let the 
prosecutor know of their intentions and so 
were not asked to come forward.] 

Attorney Jeffrey M. Frank 
Jeffrey M. Frank of Alber Crafton 
Attorneys said his firm represents Western 
Surety Company and two of White’s 
victims had their estate money insured by 
that firm. He said White put the money in 
his account and “stole it within weeks.” 

He said White left both victims with 
substantial attorney fees. 

“We listened to lies after lies,” Frank said. 
He said Charlotte Devine lost $97,000 and 
her son got zero inheritance money. White 
put $129,000 of the Low’s money into his 
client account and ultimately stole it, Frank 
said. 

He said not only did they lose the money, 
but now they are obliged to repay the 
insurance company. 

“It was a calculated scheme that lasted 
for years,” Frank said, adding that White 
took his family on a vacation to Alaska and 
has been seen around town dining out and

paying the check for large family groups. 

“This is why attorneys have a bad name,” 
Frank said referring to White’s actions. 
He asked Judge Roberson to impose the 
maximum sentence. 

Attorney Aaron Silvenis 

Aaron Silvenis, who grew up in Belleville 
and now is an attorney with Cohen, Lerner, 
Rabinowitz, stood to read a prepared 
statement, but when he mentioned other 
victims that were not a part of these cases, 
Culpepper objected and Judge Roberson 
asked him to stick to the victims in these 
two cases. 

Silvenis said his law firm represents the 
Gallaway family whose entire inheritance 
in excess of $300,000 was stolen by 
Thomas White. 

“For reasons that my clients do not 
understand, the prosecutor’s office did not 
include their claims as part of the criminal 
proceeding even though it was the Gallaway 
family that was responsible for uncovering 
the misconduct of Thomas White,” Silvenis 
said, noting he also represents a host of 
other victims whose monies have been 
stolen by White and whose lives have been 
torn apart by his conduct. 

“When a thief who is not an attorney is 
caught stealing from someone or robbing 
a store, they get a lengthy term to serve,” 
Silvenis said. “Here, Mr. White has stolen 
millions and destroyed lives that will 
never recover. His crimes far outweigh the 
amounts taken in a dollar store robbery or 
a larceny from a person’s home. 

“In the case of one of my clients, the 
money that she had relied on from her 
house closing and which were to pay for 


her assisted living obligations were taken 
from her, leaving her penniless and without 
the means to pay for her assisted living,” 
Silvenis said. 

“All of the victims here understand that 
by putting Mr. White in prison, they will 
stand to receive nothing financially from 
him unless funds can be located. While 
they have not given up the hope that 
someday the missing funds will be located 
and accounted for, they have come to the 
realization that their only relief will come 
from the knowledge that Mr. White pays for 
his crime by long-term incarceration. This 
isn’t a matter of revenge. It is a matter of 
fairness. If Mr. White had any intention of 
being forthcoming, he would have revealed 
his finances long ago and he would have 
stopped his binge at the victims’ expense. 

“As it is, he continues to live with his 
two sons, conveniently divorced his wife 
— although they get together weekly for 
family meals — and he rents a house and 
lives just as he had before with no real loss 
to him. 

“We ask this Court to exercise its discretion 
and exceed the sentencing guidelines in 
this matter owing to the heinous nature of 
Mr. White’s conduct. 

“He preyed on average, everyday people. 
He used his law degree as a cloak for his 
misconduct. He betrayed the trust of his 
office and he betrayed the trust of each of 
the victims as a human being. 

“This Court must hold him to a higher 
degree of culpability than an average 
layman who is a defendant. Mr. White 
knew the law. His knowledge allowed him 
to manipulate these people. Don’t allow 
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him to manipulate this Court as it hands 
down its sentence,” Silvenis concluded. 
Attorney John Badeen 

Attorney John Badeen said he was 
representing Alisa Renier and the estate 
of her mother Eileen Kuchta. The loss was 
$223,000 plus. He said White requested 
the original records “so no one could do 
the math.” 

He read a statement by Renier on the 
dishonest attorney who was a personal 
friend of her father. “We trusted him.” 

Renier said White took advantage of her 
grieving after her mother’s death and her 
confusion over the legalities since she was 
executor. 

“Mr. White hugged me and took me out to 
lunch,” Renier wrote. She said what White 
did required her to hire two attorneys and 
she’s been using her own retirement funds 
to pay them. 

She said if restitution is ordered, she’ll 
have to reopen her mother’s estate to claim 
the funds. 

“Shame on him,” 
shame.” 

Assistant Prosecutor Trisha Gerard 

Assistant Prosecutor Trisha Gerard 
said it’s because of lawyers like Thomas 
White that there are all those jokes about 
lawyers. 

“I still remember when I took an oath 
and got my law license,” Gerard said. “We 
don’t steal. We take an oath not to injure 
our clients.” 

She said White has stolen from his clients 
over and over again.

“He’s the poster child for a bad attorney,” 
Gerard said. 

She said the small town of Belleville 
is, “quite frankly, Mayberry RFD” where 
people know each other on the street and 
trust each other. 

“He took that trust and used it as a weapon 
against them,” Gerard said, adding if there 
was a reason he did what he did, they don’t 
know, other than “flat-out greed.” 

She said White can “promise and promise 
and promise” to give the money back, but 
he won't. 

She said that knowing he has to suffer 
in prison the victims finally can close their 
eyes at night and sleep. She called his 
incarceration, “partial justice.” 

She, too, asked for the maximum 
sentence. 

That’s when Judge Roberson said he 
should have told White the sentences could 
run consecutively instead of concurrently. 
“I didn’t know,” he said. 

“T’m appalled that was not brought up,” 
Gerard said, referring to the transcript. 

Defense attorney Culpepper said people 
want revenge and, “Mr. White will never 
practice law again, never.” 

Culpepper said, “He no longer is one of 

.. That is a very damaging thing to a 
human being ... The biggest part of the 
punishment has been meted out.” 

Then, he said his client wished to speak. 

Thomas White 

Confessed embezzler Thomas White rose 
to address the judge and the courtroom. 

“I disagree with very little of what was 
said,” he said referring to the statements on 
behalf of the victims. 

“T am embarrassed and ashamed,” he 
continued. “I regret many of the things I 
did. I hurt family and friends. I apologize 
to each and every one of them.” 

He begged the court for mercy and said 
he hoped after a period of incarceration, he 
can get out and spend the rest of his years 
trying to fix what he broke. 

“T apologize to everyone in the courtroom, 
to Your Honor and every one of the 
victims,” White said, noting that one of the 
victims in the courtroom that morning is a 
Vietnam veteran. 

Then, Girard read the proposed sentences

for each of the 20 felonies. Judge Roberson 
said, “I didn’t tell him he was facing 
consecutive terms.” He said it was too late 
to tell him now. 

Then, the restitution order was read 
listing 14 names and amounts, totaling in 
excess of $1,145,261. 

Vivian Jackson stood up in the back of 
the courtroom and said she should have 
been on that list. 

Gerard said they will speak to Michigan 
State Police Det./Sgt. Joseph White on the 
matter after court. 

(Jackson told the Independent earlier 
that her life is in upheaval because White 
handled her divorce and she never got the 
divorce papers. She said she doesn’t know 
if she’s divorced or not. Also, the IRS is 
after her because of White’s activities with 
her money.) 

A court officer escorted White out of the 
courtroom to the Wayne County Jail, where 
he was to be transferred to the Michigan 
Department of Corrections prison system. 

Culpepper said he opposes all the 
restitutions, noting, “I can’t review them if 
I don’t object.”

UNFINISHED BUSINESS: McClanahan 
moved, Wright seconded to approve the 
request by Elro Corporation for an extension 
of the Planned Residential Development (PRD) 
Agreement and Final preliminary Plat for the 
Bedford Cove subdivision for 5 years, to expire 
on April 9, 2020, and to require a written report 
from the developer every 2 years. 

Roll Call Vote. Yeas: Budd, Wright, Hart, Miller 
and McClanahan. Nays: Jahr. Motion Carried. 
Trustee Jahr expressed that he did not have any 
problem with the developer however felt the 
extension period was too long considering the 
Township PRD ordinance is in the process of 
being reconsidered. 

Wright moved, Hart seconded to approve the 
Second Reading of Ordinance 03-17-15 to 
amend the Township Zoning Ordinance by 
rezoning approximately 1.99 acres of land 
(Parcels V125-83-018-02-0134-006, -007, 
-008, -009 and -010) located on the northeast 
corner of Michigan Ave. and Denton Road from 
C (Local Business) to C-1 (General Business). 
Roll Call Vote. Yeas: Budd, Wright, Hart, Jahr, 
McClanahan and Miller. Motion Carried. 
NEW BUSINESS: McClanahan moved, Miller 
seconded to approve the job description for the 
Deputy Director of Planning and Economic 
Development and Personal Services Agreement 
between the Township and Darryl Fecho and 
authorized the Supervisor and Clerk to execute 
the agreement. Motion Carried. 

Wright moved, Hart seconded to approve 
Resolution 2015-13 to defer the review of 
applications pertaining to Medical Marijuana 
establishments. Motion Carried. The 6-month 
moratorium will provide the Township the 
opportunity to establish a subcommittee to study 
provisioning center placement, solicit input 
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from residents and provide a recommendation 
to the board based on their findings. Board 
members expressed the desire to actively 
move forward on developing a plan of action 
on this topic. Trustee Miller has developed a 
preliminary timeline and strategic plan that 
would assure completion of the process within 
the 6-month timeframe and volunteered to be 
on the subcommittee. Trustee Hart encouraged 
Director Knowles to attend the Special Board 
Meeting Strategic Planning follow-up session 
on April 14, 2015 at 5:00 p.m. where further 
discussion on the matter would occur. 
McClanahan moved, Miller seconded to approve 
Resolution 2015-12 the Declaration of Intent 
to Establish a Special Assessment District- 
First Hearing for the Venetian, Jeanette, and 
Dewitt Road Improvement SAD. The Township 
was awarded $750,000 through the Wayne 
County Roads Initiative for improvements 
to local county roads. The initiative requires 
a 20% match. Residents of Dewitt, Jeanette 
and Venetian circulated petitions and 70% of 
those within the proposed district supported an 
assessment. The Township will provide the 20% 
upfront which would be reimbursed through 
the assessment district. It was expressed that 
although the board is keenly aware that the 
roads are the responsibility of Wayne County 
they are also aware that the County does not 
have adequate funding and the initiative allows 
an opportunity to get the work done that might 
not otherwise. The Township is also working 
with Walden Woods on a project however they 
would not need to establish a special assessment 
district because they have the required 20% in 
available funds.

Environmental Comm. 
gets report on dangers of 
coal tar driveway sealers

Retired Vanderbilt University Chemistry 
Professor Dave Wilson gave a report on the 
dangers of coal tar sealers for driveways 
and playgrounds at the March 18 meeting 
of the Van Buren Township Environmental 
Commission. 

Dr. Wilson is a member of the VBT 
commission and he said he recently became 
aware of the dangers of coal tar based 
driveway sealers, which carry higher levels 
of PAH than sealers based on asphalt, latex, 
acrylic and other substances. 

Coal-tar-based sealcoat products, 
widely used in the central and eastern 
U.S. on parking lots, driveways, and 
even playgrounds, are a known human 


carcinogen that contains about 200 
polycyclic aromatic hydrocarbon (PAH) 
compounds. 


PAH in coal tar based sealers is 5-10% and 
in asphalt it is 0-1%, which is much, much 
less. Also, PAH in runoff is much more in 
coal tar based than asphalt, he said. 

This means the dust can be carried inside 
homes from the driveway on the bottom of 
shoes and be a health hazard. 

Dr. Wilson said environmental hazards 
of PAH include lower IQ for children, 
childhood asthma, and low birth rate. He 
said years ago there was a disease called 
“chimney sweep cancer” which chimney 
sweeps got from the coal tar in the 
chimneys. 

He said children play on the driveways 
and put their hands in their mouths, the 
dust is carried into the homes on feet, and 
it is washed down storm drains into settling 
ponds. It is very expensive to clean out 
PAH contaminated ponds, he said. 

Dr. Wilson said the states of Washington 
and Minnesota ban coal tar sealants and 
Michigan tried but lost in the legislature. 
The University of Michigan does not use 
sealants containing coal tar. 

He said Lowe’s, Sears, Home Depot, Ace 
Hardware and True Value, among others, 
carry alternatives to coal tar sealants. 

He said coal tar sealant is about $25 for 
a five-gallon container. Asphalt is more 
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expensive at $30. 

He said in his research, he found that 
there is a lot of misinformation put out by 
those associated with the products. 

Dr. Wilson said he is seeking a Resolution 
from the township trustees, not legislation 
just now. He would just like them to come 
out against the use of coal tars. Then people 
would know to ask about the content of 
proposed sealants on their property. 

He said in a month a brochure on coal tars 
will be available from Ann Arbor which is 
considering an ordinance. 

Dr. Wilson said they could ask the 
township and the school district to stop 
the use of coal tar based sealants. He also 
would seek an ordinance banning use of 
coal tar based sealants in the township and 
forbid contractors to use it. 

“I think education is important,” said 
Commission Chairman David Brownlee. 
“No one thinks about it.’ He suggested 
voluntary compliance and education of 
township residents. 

Township Trustee Jeff Jahr, the township 
board’s liaison to the commission, said if 
Ann Arbor “can do an ordinance, we can 
do an ordinance.” 

“This is very alarming,” said township 
Trustee Reggie Miller, who was present for 
another topic. She suggested someone do 
a “commercial” for the township’s cable 
channel to explain the issue. 

Trustee Jahr suggested Dr. Wilson do 
his presentation for the board, noting he 
himself would have no problem introducing 
a resolution about the township not using 
coal tar sealant. 

Trustee Miller said she would support 
that. 

Dr. Wilson explained his interest in the 
subject. 

“I stumbled across it at the Huron River 
Watershed Council,” he said. “Coal tar? Of 
course... Why didn’t I think of this decades 
ago? 

“What I like about this little project for 
our committee is we don’t have to raise 
taxes,” Dr. Wilson said. 

Brownlee said they need to roll this out 
to the township board and, “An educated 
community will make the decisions. They 
will ask if it’s coal tar.” 

“I did a fair amount of homework on 
this,” Dr. Wilson said, after his detailed
